Steve Barton, prosecuting attorney, 
was at once advised of -the peculiar 
occurrence 
and 
told 
of 
a possible 
crime, but it took time for the law to 
g«-t under way and to get all the par­ 
ticulars down in writing to be used in 
evidence 
in 
case 
a crime had been 
committed, or against those who con­ 
cealed the birth of a baby, which is 
a misdemeanor. 
Tburs<lay, October 2, Steve Barton 
came down to investigate the occur­ 
ence and had papers issued for 
the 
arrest of Mrs. Suvers, Loren Suvers 
her son, Joe 
Huffman and I>r. A. L. 
Stepp. 
They 
were 
brought before 
Squire Lescher, Monday, where they 
waived a hearing and were 
bound 
over in the sum of $500 each to await 
the action of the circuit court at the 
November term. M. G. Gresham sign­ 
ed as bondsman for.Mrs. Suuvers and 
Huffman, while Edgar White qualified 
for Dr. Stepp. 
Loren 
Suvers was 
locked up but later turned lose as it 
w: s believed he had no knowledge of 
the contents of the box which he bur­ 
ied in the yard that contained 
the 
body of the babe. 
Huffman has been a boarder at the 
Suvers home for a number of years 
and it has not developed as yet what 
part he took in this case. Constable 
Burks took up 
the 
body from 
the 
yard where I*oren Suvers told him to 
dig in order to have evidence or the 
“corpus delecti** in court Monday. 
Loren told the officers that he was 
sent to town for Dr. Stepp and 
did 
not return home for a couple of hours 
and when he did return, he was given 
the box and told to bury it, which he 
«lid, that he did 
not 
know 
what it 
contained. 
Dr. Stepp says, and it was so stat­ 
er! by the women, that he arrived af­ 
ter the baby was born, therefore did 
not officiate at the birth, and for that 
reason did not report the incident. 
Somebody should have reported the 
matter in order to investigate if there 
w'as a crime 
committed 
or whether 
the birth of a baby to an unmarried 
woman was a misdemeanor or just an 
unfortunate occurrence, but they did 
not, hence, the final step of the law to 
investigate the reason. 
The officers were asked to keep the 
matter 
from 
the 
papers, but 
The 
Standard believes “pitiless publicity” 
in such cases will have a greater e f­ 
fect toward breaking up unlawful co­ 
habitation than anything else.

The State Highway Department as 
now organized maintains its 
main 
office in the Capitol building, Jeffer­ 
son City. 
Here the 
Highway Com­ 
mission meets, the 
Chief 
Engineer 
has his office, and the Chiefs of 
the 
Bureaus of Design, Construction and 
Maintenance have their offices and de­ 
partments. 
To facilitate the work of 
the Department, and for the purpose 
of exercising ebxse supervision over 
the 
work 
through 
the 
State, the 
Highway Department is divded into 
ten divisions. 
The Division in Southeast Missou­ 
ri, consisting of 12 counties is desig­ 
nated as Division 10. 
The 
counties 
embrace«! in Division 10 are Bolling­ 
er, Butler, Cape Girardeau, Dunklin, 
Madison, 
Mississippi, 
New Madritl, 
Pemiscot, Ripley, Scott, Stod<lard and 
Wayne. 
The work in the Division is organ­ 
ized into three 
«lepartments or bu­ 
reaus, those of Design, Construction 
an«! 
Maintenance. 
These 
Depart­ 
ments must 
function 
successively; 
the 
Department 
of 
Design locates 
the highway, makes the surveys 
and 
prepares plans for the construction 
of the Highway, and obtains necess­ 
ary rigiit-of-wtay.

must 
show the amount of work to be done 
and materials required

struction of the Highway, and must 
show alignment ami grade to which 
the road must be built.

hence it is the most economical way 
to handle features ol that > >rt. Sec­ 
ond, the lyceum should he educational 
in the best sense of th a t word, 
and 
right there is a very grave respond 
bility for the bureaus that are behind 
the lyceum movement. 
It is not suf­ 
ficient to furnish an attraction 
for 
the school course th at is merely en­ 
tertaining. 
Unless each number 
of 
the course has a decidedly' education­ 
al slant sooner or later 
the 
people 
will revolt against the school aud - 
torium s being used for purposes not 
educational. 
This fact does not l*ar from the ly - 
ceum musical or entertainm ent 
n a­ 
tures, 
neither does 
it bar the play 
companies. 
Education 
is 
a many- 
sided function and its learning comes 
from many sources. 
Many play com­ 
panies now' upon the platform leave 
the 
audiences 
richer 
mentally' f~»r 
having enjoyed 
their 
presentation, 
but mediocrity 
¡n either music 
or 
dram a will kill the platform interest 
more quickly than any other incident 
of lyceum endeavor. 
During the past two years the 
bu­ 
reaus have made greater efforts than 
ever before to present r«‘al m eritori 
ous attractions for the circuit chau 
tauquas. 
Some effort -even a g reat­ 
er effort- must la- made to meet this 
new condition of the lyceum. 
Every' 
high 
sch k>1 
in America 
; should present each year in its au­ 
ditorium a number of first-class fea­ 
tures, consisting of high-grade mus­ 
ic, lectures that inform, and 
enter­ 
tainm ent which leaves 
the audience 
better for having heard it. 
In fact, 
the schools will not properly fulfill 
th«1 functions for which they are be­ 
ing financed unless they do complete 
their work with features of that sort. 
It should be the duty and the inter­ 
est of every school board to set* th at 
som ething of th at sort is possible. It 
is the work of years to make such a 
movement general, but there seems 
more optimism today for the future 
of the lyceum than ever before.

Turkey 10-110 wheat, a new variety 
developed by the experiment station 
t.f

college of agriculture here, 
which is the fifth 
highest 
yielding 
strain in the State, according to ex- 
peri ments made at the college. 
The 
history of the variety, from the ori­ 
gin;!'] head of wheat from which the 
strain was developed, to the present 
is recorded in the minute and detail­ 
ed notes which scientists 
make 
on 
their experiments. 
The new strain originated 
as 
a 
pure line selection in 1910 when Dr. 
L. H. Smith of the experiment sta­ 
tion staff discovered the mother plant 
in a standing field of ordinary Tur­ 
key Red wheat near here. 
This year 
the mew strain which was developed 
from this single mother plant was the 
fifth highest yielding strain among 
27 varieties which were tested on the 
experiment 
station farm. 
It made 
almost 44 bushel's of grain an acre. 
It is a hard, bearded wheat. Dr. Smith 
explained: 
The mother plant of the Turkey 
10-110 strain was found when 
the 
field in which it was growing was be­ 
ing examined 
for 
desirable plants 
that could be used for trial in 
the 
breeding plots at the experiment sta­ 


tion. The pliant stood out above the 
general run of those in the field be­ 
cause of its vigorous growth and the 
fine appearance of its head and was 
selected along with about 200 other 
plants for trial in a headrow test. In 
this test the seed of a single head is 
planted in a short drill row and 
the 
yield and performance 
of the 
seed 
watched. 
There was nothing unusual about 
the mother plant which would fore 
tell its yielding dapacity, but in the 
head-row test it proved to be one of 
the 
highest producers 
among 
the 
many that were on trial. 
Its 
per­ 
formance the second year was so not­ 
able that ail the available seed was 
planted the next year in plots where 
new varieties of wheat are increased 
for wholesale distribution. 
The new strain was then planted in 
field trials and for seven out of eight 
years it outyielded the variety from 
which it originated, the average 
in­ 
crease being about 10 per cent.

RIDE IN AUTOMOBILES 


The following sent 
n to the 
St. 
Louis 
Post-Di-wpaftch 
from Sikeston 
gives a good pkrtuiv of our colored 
citizens, their love for a big automo­ 
bile and their w«ay of living: 
“Automobiles are 'filing fast 
in 
Scott County just now 
and indica­ 
tions are that such will be the case 
for several months, if the cotton crop 
is allowed 
to mature 
before heavy 
frosts come. 
Both new and used cars 
are being sold in large numbers, es­ 
pecially to the 
negroes 
who have 
come into the county and rented cot­ 
ton land, giving in return one-half 
of the cotton for the uuse of the land. 
Dealers in small 
car say they are 
able to sell their supply of new cars 
as fast as they can get them assem­ 
bled and find they can sell the used

Bureaus of Design, Construction an«i 
Maintenance have their offices ami de­ 
partments. 
To facilitate the work of 
the Department, ami for the purpose 
of exercising cb»se su|x*rvisior> over 
the 
work 
through 
the 
State, the 
Highway Department is divded into 
ten divisions. 
The Division in Southeast Missou­ 
ri, consisting of 12 counties is desig­ 
nated as Division 10. 
The 
counti«*« 
embraced in Division 10 are Rolling- 
er, Butler, Cape Girardeau, Dunklin, 
Madison, 
Mississippi, 
New Madrid, 
Pemiscot, Ripley, Scott, Stoddard ami 
Wayne. 
The work in the Division is organ- 
iz«*d into three 
departments or bu­ 
reaus, those o f Design, Construction 
ami 
Maintenance.

perim ents made at the college. 
The 
history of the variety, from the ori­ 
ginal head of wheat from which the 
strain was developed, to the present 
is recorded in the minute ami detail­ 
ed notes which scientist** 
make 
on 
their experim ents. 
The new strain originated 
as 
a 
pure line selection in 1910 when Dr. 
L. H. Smith of the experim ent sta ­ 
tion staff discovered the mother plant 
in a standing field of ordinary T ur­ 
key Red wheat near here. 
This year 
the raw strain which was developed 
from this single moth**t plant was the 
fifth highest yielding strain among 
27 varieties which were tested on the 
experim ent 
station farm. 
It made 
ahm»st 44 bushels of grain an acre. 
It is a hard, bearded wheat. Dr. Smith 
explained: 
The m other plant of the Turkey 
10-110 strain was found when 
the 
field in which it was growing was be­ 
ing examined 
for 
desirable plants 
th at could be used for trial in 
the 
breeding plots at the experiment sta­ 


tion. Thf plant stood out above the 
general run of those in the field be­ 
cause of its vigorous growth ami the 
fine appearance of its head and was 
selected along with about 200 other 
plants for trial in a headrow test. In 
this test the seed of a single head is 
planted in a short drill row and 
the 
yield and perform ance 
of the 
seed 
watched. 
There was nothing unusual about 
the mother plant which would fore 
tell its yielding Capacity, but in the 
head-row test it proved to he one of 
the 
highest producers 
among 
the 
many that were on trial. 
Its 
per­ 
formance the second year was so not­ 
able that all the available seed was 
planted the next year in plots where 
new varieties of wheat are increased 
for wholesale distribution. 
The new strain was then planted in 
field trials and for seven out of eight 
years it outyielded the variety from 
which it originated, the average 
in­ 
crease Ining about 10 per cent.

lx*en presented to the Senate.”—Post-
